And  the 
fact  that  twelve  hundred  teacher*  of  the 
public  schools  in  our  city  have  put  their 
names  to  a  paper  saying  that,  in  their  judg¬ 
ment  they  should  be  allowed  to  enforce 
order  by  the  use  of  the  rod  when  necessary, 
is  ah  argument  fhwh  ex periene*  that  Is  tn 
harmony  with  the  wisdom  of  God,  whose 
foolishness  is  wiser  than  men."
